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Acres, in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, the same being on the
porth side of Ellise Avenue and locally known as 2608 Ellise Avenue, which
property is located in an "A" Residence District and under Section #4, Item
13a of the Zoning Ordinance requires s speclal permit from the City Council;
and

WHEREAS, this application has been considered and approved by the City
Council of the City of Austin, therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT permission for the use and maintenance of a day nursery school at
the location described above be granted to Mrs., Rita Janson.

"Relative to our telephone conversation on Msy 1, 195k, in regard to asn
application by Mrs. John W. Zewiner to the City Council of Austin, Texas for
permission to establish and maintain a nursery on OUR property, Lot 2, Section
#2, Harmon Terrace (917 East U8th Street) Austin, Texas: We bad no previous
knowledge of Mrs. John W. Zewiner's applicetion for & nursery permit until we
received a letter from the City Clerk of Austin on April 29, 195k stating that
Mrs. Zewiner's request would be heard at a regular meeting of the council at
the City Hall on April 29, 1954 at 10:00 A.M.

"You informed us that the hearing before the council on this matter had
been postponed. We would be grateful to you if you would represent us at the
Council Meeting and state our views and reasons against the granting of a
permit for a nursery at 917 East 48th Street, Austin, Texas. As owners of this
property we are unalterably opposed to the establishing of a nursery there for
. the following reasons:

"Rear end adjoining property owners object to & nursery there. This
property is our home and it has never been our intenbion to rent this
property for any purpose other than living quarters for a family.
If a nursery was established here wesr and tear on the house (as well
as the neighbors nerves) would be excessive and beyond ordinary use,

directed to execute a release of the portions of such public utility easements
located on the hereinafter described property, to wit:

No. 2. 'The east five (5) feet of the south one hundred
(100) feet of Lot 26 of said Tarrytown River Oaks.

the centerline of which gas main ghall be 7.5 feet west

(3) A gas main in EAST L6TH STREET, from a point 1L7
feet east of Eilers Avenue easterly 60 feet, the center-
line of which gas main shall be 6.5 feet south of and
parallel to the north property line of said EAST L6TH
STREET.

Said gas main described sbove shall have a cover of not
less then 23 feet. .

(4) A ges main in PEGRAM AVENUE, from Deugherty Street

westerly 76 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall
be 6.5 feet south of and perallel to the north property

1line of said PEGRAM AVENUE.

Said gas main described above shall have & cover of not
less than 23 feet. :

THR Southern Union Gas Compeny is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned sbove is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we bave at hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
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greater depths may not be required at special points. When the Southern Union
Ges Compeny requires definite infoymation upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assigmments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days before such
information is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is further put upon
notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement
of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines named in
this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pevement is cut in the vieinity of a fire plug, water
mist be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation in
the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of sald streets after sald
mains have been laid shall be undexr the supervision and direetion of the City
Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain
franchises granted to said company by the City of Austin.

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Councilman Pearson submitted the following :

"T want to propose to the City Council that we invite the State Planning
Commission to meet with the City Council in an effort to have the State and the
City join hands in coordinating a Master Plan for Austin.

"Thermain function of the State Planning Commission, as appointed by
Governor Shivers, is planning buildings in Austin and throughout the State.
Since a very, very large percentage of Mmistin is owned by the State, I feel if
a Master Plan is approached for Austin, it mist be coordinated with the plans of
th e State Planning Commission. If the State Planning Commission 1s favorable
t0 working with us on this plen, I believe the City could furnish one or two
men to assemble data and I am sure in within three months we would have informa-
tion sufficient to make a postive approach to the financing of a Masier Plan for
Austin. I think we would be very fortunate to have this commitiee work with us
because a large percentage of the State Planning Commission consists of some very
outstanding citizens of Austin who are interested in the welfare of our City."

Councilman Pearson pointed out that the City already hes done some plane
ning and that some departments have plans for 10 years. Councilman Long felt
that the request of the Chamber of Commerce, that some of the $17,000,000 Revenue
Bond Issue should be spent on planning and for a certain amount of techiical
knowledge, should be considered. She felt that it showld be set up in the
budget for the remainder of the year. Counciliman Pearson moved ‘that the Council
invite a Committee from the City Pianning Commission, a Commitiee from the State
Plenming Commission and a representative from the County Commissioners Couxt to
peet with the City Council in an effort to have the State, County and City Join
hands in coordinating a Master Plan for Austin; and the meeting +0 be called
immediately. The motion, seconded by Councilman Thompson, carried by the
following vote:

Councilmen Long stated that this was a small step toward a Master Plan
for Austin but that it did not meet the requirements of the Charter.

THAT the City Council of the City of Austin hereby approves the property
situated on the south side of West 6tbh Street as a private gasoline plant con-
sisting of a 2000 gallon tank and electric pump for the sole purpose of servicing
their own motor equipment, and from which no gascline is to be sold, which pro-
perty is owner by the Polsr Ice Cresm Company, and is the center 26 feet of
Lot 6, Bloek 52, in the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and hereby
authorizes the sald Polar Ice Cream Company to operate a private gasoline plant
consisting of a 2000 gallon tank and electric pump for the sole purpose of
gservicing their own motor equipment, and from which no gascline is to be sdld,
subject to the same being operated in compliance with all the ordinances relating
thereto, and further subject to the foregoing attached recommendations; and the
Building Inspector is hereby authorized to issue an occupancy permit for the
operation of this private gasoline plant after full compliance with all the
provisions of this resolution, and said permission shall be held to be granted,

"I, the undersigned, have considered the application of the Polar Ice Creem
Company for permission to operate a private gasoline plant consisting of a

2000 gellon underground tenk and pump for the sole purpose of servicing their

own motor equipment and from which no gasoline 1s to be sold, and upon property
located on the south side of West 6th Street, which property is designated as the
center 26 feet of Lot 6, Block 52, in the Original City of Austin, Travis County,
Texas, and locally known as 409 West 6th Street.

"This propetty is located in a "C-2" Commercial Distriet and I recommend that
+his permit be granted subject 4o the following conditions:

*{(1). That the gasoline tanks and pumps shall be of an approved type and shall
bear the lsbel of the Underwriters Laboratories, In¢., and that all tanks and
pumps shall be installed in compliance with the Ordinance governing the storage
and handling of gasoline.

"(2). That all tanks and pumps shall be located not nearer than 10 feet to the
property line and so located that cars stopped for the purpose of unloading or
receliving gasoline or other supplies shall not in any way obstruct the free
passage of traffic on either the sidewalk, street or alley.
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“(3) That “"NO SMOKING" signs shall at all times be prominently displayed and
no person shall be permitied to smoke on the premises where gasoline 1s handled
or stored.

*(4). That all fees shall be paid and a permit secured from the Building
Inspector's Office before any #nstallation work is started, and that no equip-
ment shall be placed in operation until after final inspection and approval of
same.
